I. is the 
Place of the Star's Immerſion,

the Weſt of the Moon, at 36 Mi-

this Occultation to the beſt Advantage, ſome Sort of Te- 
lsſcope muſt be uſed. It will not differ much from the 
above Statement in moſt Parts of the Kingdom. Jupiter 
will be obſerved to pais very near the Mocu's upper Limb. 
Jupiter is the largeſt of all the Planets, and has four Sa- 
tellites or Moons revolving about it; and all, by their 
common Centre of Gravity, deſcribe a very great Ellipſis 
round the Sn. The Diameter of Jaller is abcut Niuety- 
Four Thouſand Engliſh Miles, and is, in all Probability, 
an habitable World. On the Evening taat this Occulta— 
tion of Jupiter happens by the Interpoſi ion of our Meer, 
ſuch Perſons as are ſupplied with proper Teleſcopes may, 
about Nine o' Clock, fee all the Four of Yer, Mons, 
(which is not always the Caſc) and they will appear in 
this Manner, wiz. the Second to the left of Fug iter, the 
Firſt, Third, and Fourth to the right, and all nearly in a 
ſtraight Line with Zupiter's Centre.

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Alcteorolegical Olbjercations, 


As the Times require to enlarge more fully on Mundane 
Affairs, I muſt beg Leave to refer my farther Obſervations 
on this Subject until a more fit Opportunity, and only re- 
mark, that under the Depth of Rain fallen at Lenden, Depr- 
ford, and Clapham, given at the Top of the Right Hand 
Page of each Month, I have az uſual pointed out (by par- 
ticular Obſervations and Calculations of the Planets) cer- 
tain Days of this Year, 1795, when there is a Probability 
of Rain or Sox, more or leſs, within the Compals of the 
Triduum, or three Days. In my Almanack for 1793, I 
pamed 53 Days o Times for Rain, &c. and in our Part of 
the Country, viz. Reyften, Herts, there were but 11 Times 
out of that Number which failed. For all Farmers, Gra- 
ziers, and other Huſbandmen, this Almanack is intended 
as a very uſeful Companion, (as well as to the Curious) to 
be uſed and claſſed with their WEATHER Grassts, the 
Variations of which, when well made, have been found in 
general, to be pretty certain Indications of the approach- 
ing State or Change of the Weather. It is admitted on all 
Sides, that there is ſtill wanted a more certain Theory of 
the Barometer, reſpeRing its Indications of wet and dry 
Weather, founded on conſtant Obſervation ; I therefore in. 
tend, as ſoon as I have an Opportunity, to give my Readers 
ſome farther Remarks and Obſervations on thar uſeful In- | 
Rrument. which for a Farmer to be without, is like a Ma- | 
riner going to Sea without his Compaſs. This Almanack | 
and a good Weather Glaſs, a Farmer ſhould never be with- 
out,—N.BZ.

I pretend to no Divine Inſpiration, 
nor Revelation from Angels, for what I write ; it is from 
the Pook of the Scripture and the Book of the Heavens I 
read the fate of Nations: 'The one teacheth me what ſhall 
be; the other, in ſome Meaſure, tells me the Time when 
it ſhall be. At this Epoch of the World, when a Sort of 
internal Evidence of the 'T'ruths of Prophecy, now accom- 
pitting, fills the Mind with Images ſtriking to the Fancy, 
it may not be improper to indulge the Ideas excited by the 
Review of the ſacred Writings ; and lay befoce my Readers 
lome prophetic Conjectures of ſundry eminent Men, con- 
joined with my own Obſervations, touchiag the preſent 
Time:, &c. with the Dates of the Years in which they 
wrote, viz. Archb. Brown, 1551 ; Rev. J. Knox, 15723 
Dr. T. Goodwin, 1639; Rev. C. Love, 1651 ; Archbiſhop 
Uſher, 1655; Dr. Henry More, 1663; Rev. P. Jurien, 
1587; Rev. R. Fleming, 1701; Rev. J. Willijon, 1742 3 
and Dr. Gill, 1748. Theſe Writers, on the Authority of 
certain Paſſages of Scripture, and the Revelations, predict- 
ed a grand and important Rewolution in France; a Change 
both of the Ecclefiaftical and Civil Policy; the I1ntro+ 
duction of a new Syſtem, fatal to Popery and "Tyranny, 
Theſe Writers circumſcribe a Period for theſe great 
Events; between 1785 and 1795, ſays Juriex; between 
1790 and 1794, ſays Fleming; others ſay, in the Reign of 
a Lovis. C. Love ſays, Popery ſhall fall (or begin to 
fall) in 1790. Beſide the Events which immediately re- 
late to France, ſome of the above mention a particu- 
lar Mortification of the Houſe of Auſtria. The Woe of 
John Knex, on the French King, has been moſt awfully 
accompliſhed in the Fate of the unhappy Lovis XVI. 
in the third Generation from Louis the Great. Read 
Revelations, Chap. ai. to xix, That the Revelations con- 


tain 
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tain the Series of all the remarkable Events and Changes 
of the Chriſtian Church to the End of the World, cannot 
be denied; that my/tica! Babyln, or the great Whore, de- 
ſcribed there, doth ſignify Reme in an Antichrifitan Church 
State; that, therefore, this cannot be Rome Pagan proper- 
ly, but Rome Papal; and before — Fall, one of 
the Ten Kingdoms, which ſupported the Beaſt, ſhall un- 
dergo a marvellous Revolution: Sec Rev. Chap. xi. v. 13, 
where it ſays, The ſame Hour ava there a great Earthquake, 
and the tenth Part of the City fell, and in the Earthquake 
were ſlain of men ſeven thouſand, Cc. Rome ParaL is 
evidently and undeniably his great City, ſays Bp. Newton. 
Great Earthquakes, in prophetic Language, ſignify great 
Changes and Revolutions. The Papal Dominions were di- 
vided into 'Ten Parts, one of which, and one of the prin- 
cipal of them, was France; it is properly called a tenth 
Part of a City, or myſtical Balylon. nd in the Earth- 
quake were ſlain of Men even theuſand; in other words, 
and more properly, ſeven Chiliads of the Names of Men; 
and if by Names of Men we underfland their Titles, ſuch 
as thoſe cf the Nobility, or other hereditary Diſtinctions, 
or Names of Mon, of Carme.:ites, of Auguſtines, of Domi- 
nicans, of Francijcans, Capuchins, and a great many others, 
which the Holy Ghoſt denotes by the Number fever, which 
is the Number of Perfection; io ſignify that the Orders of 
Afonks and N ſhall periſh for ever. All theie Diſtinctions 
being now aboliſhed in France, the Accompliſhment of this 
Prediction muſt appear to be wonderfully exact. The 
Kingdoms of Sweden, Denmark, England, and ſeveral So- 
vereign States in Germany, have withdrawn themſelves — 
ago from the ]uriflition of the Pope; they have ſpoile 
the Harlot ot her Riches ; they bade eaten her Fl; that 
is, ſeized on her Benefices and Revenues which ſhe had in 
their Countries. This muſt go on, and be finiſhed as it 
has begun. But who was to begin this laſt Revolt? It is 
moſt probable to be France, not pain, which is as yet 
plunged in great Superſtition and Poy iſh Bigotry ; nor yet 
the Emery, who is yet too much wecded to the Pope.

The Aſpe2 of the Times, it cannot be denied, is, in 
the higheſt Degree, alarming ; what could have been more 
unexpected by meſt People, than the Events of any one of 
the laſt four or five Years, at the Beginning of it? What 
a total Revolution in the Ideas and Conduct of a whole Na- 
ti ai! What a total Subverſion of Principles, what Reverſes 
of Fortune, and what a Waſte of Liſe! In how bloody 
and eventful a War are we engaged! How inconfiderable in 
its ** how rapid — wide its Progreſs, and how 
dark with reſpect to its Termination! At firſt it reſembled 
El:jal's Cloud, appeared no bigger than a Man's Hand; 
but now it covers and darkens the whole Zaropran Hemi- 
ſphere | Nature recoils with Horror at the Spectacle now 
reſented in France, Under the Guidance, however, of 
Divine Revelation, the contemplative Mind may diſcern 
the Signs of thoſe Times, and the Hand of Providence di- 
recting the Madneſs of the People. The great Sir 1/aac 
Newton had a very ſagacious Conjecture, which he men- 
tioned to Dr. Clarke, which was, That the over-bearing 
« Tyranny and perſecuting Power of the Anti-Chriftian 
« Party, which hath ſo long corrupted Chriſtianity and en- 
«« {laved the Chriſtian World, muſt be put a ſtop to and 
«© broken to Pieces by the Prevalence of Infidelity, for 
«« ſome Time, before Chriſtianity could be reſtored ; which

The two 
Benevolents in Conjunction upon the Cuſp of the Houſe of 
Honour, is a very noble Poſition ; to which, if we add the 
approaching Trine of Jupiter and Saturn, anticipated by 
the Tranſition of Yerus, Tranſactions of great importance 
mult be expected from them. Here are all Hands at Work, 
and Heads too; for theſe harmonious Poſitions of the hea- 
venly Choir will, I hope, inſtill into the Minds of Poten- 
tates and great Men a Tendency to Amity and Concord, 
in order to find out Ways and Means to accommodate paſt 
Differences, and to lay a Foundation for Peace, or ve 
much to aſſwage, at leaſt, the hatherto ungovernable Tor- 
rent of Devaſlations, Wars, and Bloodihed. Yet, notwith- 
ſtanding this mild and pacifick Ingreſs, I doubt the Felicity 
of Europe is not fo near at Hand ; there ſeems to be ſome 
farther Work to be done, for the Planet Saturn, aſpected 
and poſited as above, aud retrogade too, Matters and 
Things may flill go backward ; for, ſaith Dr. Dee, Aphor. 
83, P.ancta reirogadus Naturæ conan decretum, quodam 
modo perfringere didetur, Ic. Sullen and froward Tempers 
will excite Men into evil Actions, or unhappily retard a 
hopeſul Concluſion for ſome longer Time; unlets it pleaſe 
Almighty God, out of his great Mercy, to incline the 
Hearts of French 1nfidels to change ſome of their former 
Reſolutions, &c.
